WE ARE NOT OWNERS. 

“There are those who speak of 
Philippine Isiands as our possessions, 
calimiy conciude we may do what we 
with them. This is too barbarous 
faken seriously. It is not cal.ousness of 
heart, it ie only mudd.eheadedness, 

“The terms, ‘ownership’ and ‘possession,’ 
are a barbarous survival wher applied to 
@ny relation between one people and anr- 
other. 

“The sovereign power owns nothing, but 
4here is something it owes. It is charged 
with the responsibility of government, Our 
relations with the Philippines will be mis- 
represented so long as we retain that fatal 
confusion of government and property. 

“We simply posse«s, in virtue of the 
¢reaty of Paris, the right to govern or aid 
in governing the people of the Phiiippine 
Isiands. Unhappliy, we have not yet 
beyond the first function of government 
the supptession of insurrection and the es- 
tablishment of peace and order. 

“There is no instance in history of the 
gsucceasful government of a colony where 
profit to the parent State or its citizens 
had been a leading consideration. On the 
Other hand, there are many examples of 
Gipasters and rebellions from such un. 
worthy greed and exploltation.

INDEPENDENCE THE AIM. 

“I was often asked in the Philippines if 
our civil: serv.cé was better than that of 
Spain. Here is a puint where the Filipinos 
suspect and fear us. We must allay their 
anxtety and suspicion by a splendid Phil- 
ipp.n> civil service. I believe we shall. It 
is absolutely necessary. But there wil] be 
no hardes task in connection with our gov- 
ernment of the archipe.age. I repeat, how- 
ever, that the succese of our administration 
in ths.Philippines will depend upon the man 
we send out to conduct it much more than 
upom acts of Congress or any other cir- 
cumstances.” 

In conclusion Mr. Schurman said: 

“What is the end of colonization? Why 
should we extend our sovereignty over re- 
mote countries and aiien peoples? 

“Il answer that the only justifiable object 
of such expansion is the establishment of 
good government tn the territory annexed, 
the elevat.or of its people in civilization 
and the training of them in progressive 
self-government, with a view to ultimate in- 
dependence, whether by partnership in, or 
Separation from, the sovereign state. 

“As the end for the moral being is per- 
fection, and the end for the econom.c so- 
clety ls wealth, so the end for the political 
community is Independence. 

“In the divine education of the race no 
people can be permanently kept in u state 
of subjection to, or even dependence upon, 
another people. Of all coloniz.ng nations, 
Engiand Is the only one which has realized 
this great principie; and it took a success- 
ful rebellion in her first empire to impress 


rthe truth even wpon England. 


OUR PROPER MISSION. 

“In the Philippine Islands our own m s- 
sion is to educate and elevate the Filipinos 
and aid them in governing themselves. We 
Shall not adopt the policy of scuttle. nor, 
although American sovere.gnty must be es- 
tablished even by force, shall we ever 
dream of the policy of extermination? 

“Not oppression, nor yet abandonment 
and desertion; not these, but honeet and 
fraternal co-operation with the Filipinos 
for the establishment of a just and stable 
governirent of the natives shall have ever- 


increasing participation in proportion to the 


development of their political cities, the 
growth of their political experience, the 
progress of the masses in education and 
civil.zation, and the evolution of the idea 
ani sentiment of nationality a sentiment 
anc idea which will be nourished and devel-

HER HOME WAS ON FIRE. 


HOUSE DESTROYED AT EAST CAR- 
ONDELET. 


Mrs. McEvilly Escaped Once From the 
Blazing Home, but Returned 
in Order to Recover 
Belongings. 


In a deeperate effort to save a few house- 
hold effects from flames which destroyed 
her home in Bast Carondelet at 2 o’c.ock 
Thursday morning, Mrs. Anthony McEvilly, 
Wife of a raliroad section foreman; was 
nearly burned alive. 

But for the fortunate awakening of three 
boarders, who were siceping in a room gsep- 
arated by «a very small space from the 
burning building, both the woman and her 
husband would have lost their lives. 

Mr. McEvliily escaped the flames through 
a window, supposing that his wife, who 
had gone out before he jumped, wouid not 
return. But she did. 

The house and ai! the 
tures were a total loss. 

A switch eng.ne crew saw the flames a 
distance of a miie away and made a vain 
attempt to reach the scene in time to be

The building was a five-room trainb at- 
located alongside tne Hast Bi, Louis 
& Caronae.ct (_omogne) Ra-iroad tracks, 
haif a miie east of the Kast Carondeiet 
ferry transfer wharfboat. Tne house was 
oOWned by the ralsroad compaay. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. 

There had been no fire other than in a 
Gasoline cooking stove during the day, and 
ho trains had passed the pbuilding since 
early in the evening, or avout 8 o'clock. 

@ roof was ready to fall in when one 
of the three section hands sleeping in the 
separated apartment awoke nearly stifled 
from smoke. He aiarmed his companions 
and they ail ran vutside, dressing them- 
Seives as they ran. 

They as quickiy discovered that it was 
their employer's home afire and that the 
inmates were either burned or suffocated 
eo-.that they couid not cry for ass.siance. 

The three men made a rush for the win- 
dows and then to the McEvillys’ bed, where 
they found the inmates soundly sleeping. 

Gathering the bed clothing about Mrs. 
McEvilly, the section men carried her to 
an open window and lifted her out. Mr.

DR. GRADWOHL’S SEARCH FOR 
SCARLET FEVER GERMS. 


THE CATS .REFUSED TO DIE. 


And So the Bacteriologist Is Once 
More at Sea in His Search for 
the Deadly Worm. 


A cat at the City Hospital has had 
enough scarlet fever germs—or what are 
Supposed to be scarlet fever germs— 
pumped into its system to kill 40 men, let 
alone the nine lives that belong to a feline. 

The cat is quite as lively to-day as it 
was when the experiment began; in fact, 
the little beast seems to thrive on the diet 
instead of turning up its Httle paws, as 
any well-ordered puss should do. 

This is greatly to the disgust of the hos- 
pital bacteriologist, Dr. R. H. B. Grad- 
wohl, who, while not being a man of par- 
ticularly murderous instincts, earnestly de- 


sired to see the animal die. as it would 
prove a@ most important point in baeteri- 
ology—the discovery and classification of 
the — we that causes the dread disease. 
This Ras never been done, for although 
many claims have been made, none have 
ever been able to bear the test. 
_Dr. W. J. Class of Chicago, whom Dr. 
Gradwohl met at the recent convention of 
the American Medical Association at Co- 
lumbus, O., was convinced that he had 
succeeded in determining the exact nature 
of the growth, and requested Gradwohl to 
experiment along certain lines which he 
SsugKested to see whether he obtained the 
Same results. The Chicago man had em. 
ployed swine in ‘his researches and all had 
died from the injections. These injections 
are cultures of the microbe that Dr. Class 
thinks cause the fever and are called ‘‘dip- 
lococeus scariletini,”” which really means 
double-jointed, as well as back-action. 
There are cats galore at the hospital, 
furnishing ready subjects for any exper!- 
ments that may happen acing, and so two 
of these were used inetead of igs. Then, 
too, cats are good subjects, 1use the 
Same sicknesses that are fatal to humanity 
Usually produce similar results in them. 
Cats are always in the most tractable 
condition, and when they are not they have 
a decidedly unpleasant way of showing it. 
There was no mistaking their state by the 
details who held the two . small felines 
when the doctor operated on them, and 
they have divers bites and seratches to 
remind them of it. The first injection was 
made a week ago and each morning Dr. 
Gradwohl eagerly examined the cage where- 
in they were confined to see whether eithér

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POOR MEN IN THE KLCNDIKE. 


Mr. E. J. Bissell’s letter in the Sunday Post-Dispatch con- 
firms the discouraging reports from the Alaskan gold fields, 
if confirmation 1s necessary. 

The truth is that the mere prospector has no prospect in 
the Klondike. He had better stay at home and work for a 
dollar a day. 

The gold in the northern fields will be got out by organized 
companies with plenty of capital to work the claims. Lonely 
workers are at a disadvantage, which they cannot overeome, 
and they are beset by fakes and frauds of every description. 

The man without capital should stay out of the Klondike. 
Or, if he goes it should be on a guarantee of good wages from 
a responsible company. 
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The Federal Government is about to make use of wireless 
telegraphy to determine the exact location of the Aleutian 
Islands. It seems that these islands have been a sort of ubi- 
quitous bogey to the ships trading between California and 
Alaska. Their proper location had never been fixed. The 
ship captains never knew exactly when they would appear 
off the horizon. Navigators might run into them in the mid- 
dle of the night when they were supposed to be many miles 
off. 


The large stay-at-home vote of both parties in Ohio has now 
to be reckoned in election estimates. That this vote should 
be so large is no matter of wonder in a State where money 
has been used so freely in the pursuit of office and where both 
parties are ruled by machine bosses. 

Roosevelt's ridiculous babble about “traitors” he has bor- 
rowed from the Administration cuckoo press.

WHAT HORSEMEN SAY ABOUT IT 


Cap Tilles, One of the Promoters, Says 
the New Course Will Compare 
With Any in America.

Louis owners of thor- 
oughbreds, who, with two tracks here, 
could race thelr horses at home during the 
whole racing season, instead of being forced 
to take them to outside tracks. With two 
firet-class tracks here, operating under Turf 
Congress rules, local stabies,like the Mafrit, 
Cohn and Honig, could stay right here at 
home dur:ng the full season, instead 
shipping their horses around the coun- 
try.’

NEW YORK YACHT CLUB. 


The Conditions For the Sailing of 
Races Made on Sept. 6, 1898, 
Are Modified. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—A joint meeting 
of the Committee of the New York Yacht 
Club on challenge of the Royal Ulster 
Yacht Club, with the comittees of that 
club, the conditions for the sailing of the 
races made Sept. 6, 1898, were modified to 
read’ as follows: 

“First, as to signals: a preparatory signal 
shall be given 15 minutes before the start- 
ing signal, and a warning signal five min- 
utes before the starting signal. In case of 
a change In the time of starting the same 
signal shall he used. The change ts In the 
addition of the warning gun, and the pro- 
vision that In case of a change in the time 
of starting, the same signal be uged. 

“Second. The provisions ihat if a race is 
not started by 1:30 p. m., the Regatta Com- 
mittee shall have the right to declare the 
race postponed for the day, and that no 
race shall be started after 32 p. m.. was 
changed to provide that no race shall be 
Started after 12:30 p. m. 

“Third. The provision for the presence 
on board during the races of a representa- 
tive named by a competitor Was changed 
by adding that a represeniative of the com- 
peting yachts should be present during a)! 
measurements."’

‘Mr. W ning wrote the first of tne rag- 
time songs—'iSyncupated Sandy,” and May 
Irwin made a hit with ![t. He made the ac- 
quaintance of Sandy, who is a real charac- 
ter, in Louisvilie, and heard him play there. 
In this gong ‘Ned Wayburn helped him. 
Wayburn is at the Olympic this week, ex- 
ploiting rag-time, too, but Whiuung does not 
introduce it-im his act at Havlins’.
